Germany’s invasion arm ies were 
reported pressing today within IO 
to 15 miles of Rostov-on-Don, gate­ 
way to the Caucasus oil fields, 
while in the north. Nazi siege 
guns were said to have pounded 
Leningrad steadily for the last 24 
hours apparently as the prelude 
to a direct Infantry assault. 
The 
Red 
army, 
meanwhile, 
launched 
counter-attacks 
in 
all 
sections of the Moscow front today 
and made headway in a number of 
places, according to a correspon­ 
dent of Red Star quoted in a Mos­ 
cow dispatch to Reuters. 
German m ilitary observers said 
thick columns of smoke mushroom­ 
ed over the one-time capital of 
the czars as Nazi artillery rained 
ahella into Leningrad’s factory dis­ 
tricts. 
37,000 Axis Troops Killed 
T he Moscow radio said 37,000 
Axis soldiers had been killed and 
wounded in four days of fighting 
as the battle for Leningrad inten­ 
sified in violence. 
On the Ukraine front, Soviet dis­ 
patches said the Germans were 
driving hard toward Rostov-on-Don, 
whose fall might provide the great 
“turning point” in the southern 
Russia conflict and plunge Britain’s 
powerful 
arm ies of the 
Middle 
E ast into action. 
'Estim ates of the British Middle 
E ast forces range from 500,000 to 
1,000,000 men. 
London sources have predicted 
freely that if the Germans capture 
Rostov, the green light will be 
flashed to Gen. Sir Archibald P. 
W avell’s imperial forces to march 
through Iran (Persia) and estab­ 
lish a new British fighting front 
in the Caucasus. 
W ar Foundries Knocked Out 
A uthoritative quarters in London 
Mid the German armies on the 
central front are still 38 to 40 miles 
from Moscow at the nearest point, 
but they acknowledged that in the 
south the Nazis are 
closing 
in

imminently 
threatening to overrun the entire 
Donets river industrial basin. 
Military advices reaching London 
said 
the 
Germans 
already have 
succeeded in knocking most of the 
basin’s war foundries out of action, 
with several key points actually in 
Nazi hands and others isolated by 
crippled communication lines. 
The Moscow radio, however, in­ 
sisted that the big industrial city 
of Kharkov, Russia’s “Pittsburgh 
of the Ukraine,” is still in Soviet 
possession. Official German reports 
said the city fell last Thursday. 
Adolf H itler’s field headquarters, 
picturing the Russians as on the 
run, reported that German troops 
yesterday penetrated the town of 
Kramatorskaya, IOO 
miles 
south­ 
east of Kharkov, in the 
sweep 
through the Donets basin. 
"Thus the Soviet Union lost one 
of its biggest tank factories," the 
Nazi communique said. 
Industrial Towns Taken 
“Other i m p o r t a n t industrial 
towns were taken by Hungarian 
units. 
Pursuit of the retreating 
enemy is being continued.”

IOO More Hostages 
Gain Indefinite Stay; 
6 Assassins Hunted

ICHY, Unoccupied France, Oct. 
28—French and 
German au­ 
thorities worked closely together 
today to hunt down six assassins 
of two German officers at Nantes 
and Bordeaux for which IOO hos­ 
tages already have died. 
The hunt was spurred by the in­ 
definite reprieve granted last night 
for another IOO hostages, th e first 
50 of whom were scheduled to die 
at today’s dawn for the unsolved 
killings of Lieut. Col. Paul Fried­ 
rich Hotz, Nazi commandment at 
N antes and 
Dr. H ans Gottfried 
Reimers, German m ilitary lawyer 
at Bordeaux. 
Although the Germans said exe­ 
cution of the second hundred mere­ 
ly was put off, observers believe 
the shootings never will take place. 
The reprieve was granted after 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Prime 
M inister Churchill had joined in 
excoriating the reprisal measures, 
and Gen. Charles De Gaulle, “Reb­ 
el chief” of the Free French, had 
called upon all Frenchmen to ob­ 
serve a five-minute general strike 
next Friday in protest.

Petain 
also 
pleaded 
with the German authorities to 
spare the lives of the hostages and 
it was said without confirmation 
or denial that he had wanted to 
surrender himself as a hostage—a 
course from which he was reported 
dissuaded at a night-long cabinet 
session.

the Ohioan eaid solemnly. 
Celle Fee ‘Ne’ Vote 
“If the members of the senate 
intend to keep their pledges to the 
people of the United States, pledges 
made by themselves, by their lead­ 
ers and by their party, they only 
can vote ‘no’ on the present reso­ 
lution,” he declared.

Charges Nazis Plan 
To Cut Up Americas 


Also Claims Hitler Would Exterminate 
All Existing Religions; Declares 
That ‘Shooting Has Started’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—Claiming documentary proof 
that the Hitler regime already has planned and mapped the fu­ 
ture partitioning of much of Latin America into five vassal 
states and that a secret German program is completed to ex­ 
terminate all existing religions, President Roosevelt Monday 
night “ damned the torpedoes” and called for full speed ahead 
in the effort to hasten “ the destruction of Hitlerism”. 
In a Navy day address th at went to the four corners of the earth 
by radio, the chief executive declared that “the shooting has started 
. . . America has been attacked". 
Then he used for his keynote the fighting words which Admiral 
Farragut gave to history in the battle of Mobile bay. 
Goods W ill Be Delivered 
He pledged that military supplies of all kinds would reach H itler’s 
foes, despite a1! Nazi sea-war threats, and he added with firm assur­ 
ance: 
“In the light of a good many years of personal experience, I say 
that it can never be doubted that the goods will be delivered by this 
nation, whose navy believes in the tradition of ‘Damn the torpedoes: 
full speed ahead!' ” 
He told the world that “the forward march of Hitlerism can be 
stopped—and it will be stopped”. «f»..................

Very simply and very bluntly,’ 
he said. ” . . . we are pledged to 
pull our own oar In the destruc­ 
tion of Hitlerism.” 
‘Shoot’ Order Standa 
He called attention to his order 
commanding the navy to “shoot 
on sight,” whenever Axis raiders 
a re encountered.

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Text Of Roosevelt’s Address 
On Start Of ‘Shooting War’

Vt WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—T he text of P resid en t R oosevelt’s N avy 
*» 
day address last night follow s: 
Five m onths ago tonight I proclaim ed to th e A m erican people 
the existence of a state of unlim ited em ergency. Since then m uch has 
happened. Our arm y and navy are tem porarily in Iceland In the de­ 
fense of the w estern hem isphere 
H itler has attack ed shipping in 
areas close to the A m ericas 
throughout the A tlantic. 
Many A m erican-ow ned m erchant ships have been sunk on the 
high seas. One A m erican destroyer w as attacked' on Sept. 4. A nother 
d estro y er was attacked and h it on*i* 
Oct. 17. Eleven brave and loyal 
m en of our navy w ere killed by the 
Nazis. 
We have wished to avoid shoot­ 
ing. B ut the shooting h as started. 
And history has recorded who fired 
th e first shot. *In the long run, 
how ever, all th a t will m atter is 
w ho fired the last shot. 
A m erica has been attacked. The 
U. S. S. K earny is not ju st a navy 
ship. She belongs to every m an, 
woman and child in th is nation. 
Illinois. 
A labam a, 
California, 
N orth C arolina, Ohio, 
Louisiana, 
Texas. Pennsylvania, Georgia, A r­ 
kansas, New Y ork and V irginia— 
those a re the hom e sta te s of the 
honored dead and wounded of the 
Kearny. 
H itler’s torpedo w as directed at 
every A m erican, w hether he lives 
on our sea coasts or in the in n er­ 
m ost p a rt of th e nation, far from 
th e seas and far from th e guns and 
tan k s of the m arching hordes of 
would-be conquerors of the world. 
T 
HE purpose of H itle r’s attack 
w as to frighten A m erican peo­ 
ple off th e high seas—to force us 
to make a trem bling re tre a t T his is 
n ot the first tim e he h as m isjudged 
th e A m erican sp irit. T h at sp irit is 
now aroused. 
If our national policy w ere to 
b e dom inated by the fe ar of shoot­ 
ing, then all of our ships and 
those of our siste r republics would 
have to be tied up In hom e h a r­ 
bors. O ur navy would have to re ­ 
m ain 
respectfully — abjectly — be­ 
hind any line which H itle r m ight 
decree o r any ocean as his own 
dictated version of h is own w ar 
zone. 
N aturally we reject th a t absurd 
and insulting suggestion. W e re­ 
je c t it because of our own self­ 
interest, our ow n self-respect and 
our own good faith. Freedom of the 
seas is now. as It has alw ays been, 
th e fundam ental policy o f this gov­ 
ernm ent. 
H itler has often protested th a t 
h is plans for conquest do not ex­ 
tend across the A tlantic ocean. H is 
subm arines 
and 
raid ers 
prove 
otherw ise. So does the entire de­ 
sign of his new world order. 
F 
OR exam ple, I have in ray pos­ 
session a secret m ap made in 
G erm any by H itler’s governm ent 
— by the planners of the new world 
order. It is a m ap of South A m eri­ 
ca and a part of C entral America. 
as H itler proposes to reorganize it. 
Today in this area there are 14 
separate countries. The geograph­ 
ical experts of 
Berlin, however, 
have ruthlessly obliterated all ex­ 
isting boundary lines; and have di­ 
vided South A m erica into five v a s­ 
sal states, bringing the whole con­ 
tin en t under th e ir dom ination. 
And they have alto so arrang­ 
ed it that tha territory of one 
of these new puppet states in- 
eludes the republic of Panama 
and our great life line— the Pan­ 
ama Canal. 
This m ap m akes clear the Nazi 
design 
not 
only 
ag ain st 
South 
Am erica 
but against th e United 
S tates itself. 
Your governm ent has in its pos­ 
session another docum ent m ade in 


G erm any by H itle r’s governm ent. 
It is a detailed plan, which, for 
obvious reasons, th e Nazis did not 
w ish to 
publicize 
Just 
yet, 
but 
w hich they are ready to im pose on 
a dom inated world— if H itler wins. 
it Is a plan to abodah all exist­ 
ing religions— Protestant, Catho­ 
lic, Mohammedan, Hindu, Budd­ 
hist and Jewish alike. 
T h e property of all churches will 
be seized by the reich. The cross 
and all o th e r sym bols of religion 
are to be forbidden. T he clergy 
are to be forever silenced under 
penalty of th e concentration camps, 
w here even now so m any fearless 
m en are being tortured 
because 
they placed God above H itler. 
In the place of the churches of 
our civilization, th ere is to be set 
up an in tern atio n al Nazi church— 
a church w hich w ill be served by 
orators se n t out by the Nazi gov­ 
ernm ent.

R 
E PO RTS continue to find their way out of W ash­ 
ington th at Mr. Roosevelt, having suffered In 
alienee a long time, m ay become vocal about some 
of the thing* Borne labor leaders have been doing.

Among Denizens Of Hollywood Game 


Is Raging Epidemic And Threatens

VEN the most casual observer visiting in south-

epidemic that is raging there. We suppose it is som e­ 
what loss fatal than (he flu epidemic of 1918. but it 
is almost as inconvenient, especially since the ladles 
have taken to the pastime. 
A southern California gentleman whose wife Is a 
gin 
rummy addict 
Informed 
us

somewhat 
despondent tone that she thinks nothing of per­ 
m itting the evening stew to bum on 
the stove 
when she is engrossed in trying "to catch another 
king to complete a run. We secretly thought she 
must he a had gin rummy player to he holding onto 
the high cards but we did not mention this to the 
gentleman, because he Is very much in love with 
his wife. 
The epidemic is at its heieht in Hollywood, where 
as soon as the ladies and gentlemen sit down at. a 
table In a restaurant they call for the cards and 
start ginning like mad. It is not at all uncommon to 
see as many as a score of gin rum my games racing 
in a Hollywood restaurant. The players play and 
eat virtually simultaneously. Thp gam e goes on 
interminably in the cocktail lounges, hotel lobbies 
and in the private homes. 
I 
T has spread out all over Los Angeles. We saw a 
gentleman In Mike Lym an’s downtown restaurant, 
who was eating a mutton chop with one duke and 
holding a gin rum my hand in the other fist. It was 
a had hand. too. 
Mike Lyman, who Is strictly an old fashioned low 
bell man. was viewing the scene with a sad ex­ 
pression, and ruminating on the way times have 
changed. Mike can remember, and so can you. when 
a gentleman producing a deck of cards In a public 
restaurant would have been hurled out of the Joint 
without ceremony. 
The gin rummy plague recently has broken out 
in New York city, developing to such an extent 
that some of the high-toned night clubs and res­ 
taurants have installed snecial rooms for the plav- 
ers. But it is just a mild disorder there compared 
to what it is in southern California, w here if It did 
not originate, the game was at least 
revived a. 
couple of years ago. Now they play It for high 
stakes, one game being reported to us In which the 
nlav was for $10 a point, $40 a frame, or hand, and 
$400 a game. 
Moreover, in Hollywood the players have devised 
a system whereby two gentleman can play three 
games at the sam e time 
They do not deal out 
separate hands for the three games, however. It, 
ie all in the scoring, and It m akes for speed in losing 
your dough. Of course not all the Hollywoodians 
play for high stakes, hut few of them play just. for 
fun. Gin rummy has well nigh put bridge and other 
games out of business on the west coast for the 
time beiug. 


'T’lIE popularity of the game is probably due to Ifs 
simplicity. 
It 
is learned 
easily and 
requires 
little skill though it Is no handicap to he able to 
rem em ber the cards as they are played. It is a game 
in which luck figures to a greater extent than the 
average game. You have to hold the right cards to 
win in gin rummy. There is no such thing as bluffing 
and only a little m aneuvering is possible. 
Gin rum my is a variation of an old game known 
simply as rummy, which soems to be strictly Anteri- 
can in origin. Gin rum m y is virtually th* sam e game 
that for years was called knock rummy. W hy the 
prefix gin we are unable to say. It. seem s to have 
been tacked on In Hollywood when th* game first 
began taking hold on the gnovie colony. Still, we 
never understood why a form of poker was celled 
whisky poker, either. 
These crazes for e certefn card gam* run 
In 
cvcles in the I'nited States. Ixmg ago It was euchre. 
Then it was whist, seven up. pedro, h earts and 
various other games in their order, and finally 
bridge. A craze m ay last A few weeks or a few years. 
We fear th at this gin rum m y business m ay go on 
forever.

Blame the weather for some 
health. 
I 
N a large hospital wellknown to 
me, a few summers ago, tile 
surgical staff had to consider seri­ 
ously whether they would Btop all 
surgical 
operations 
for 
awhile. 
There had been an epidemic of 
post-operative fatalities due to em­ 
bolism of the lungs. I say “epidem­ 
ic” merely In the sense that these 
accidents occurred in rapid suc­ 
cession in groups. 
Epidemic implies cross infection, 
but pulmonary embolism is not due 
to infection that could he caught 
from patient to patient. But. there 
had been a long spell of dry, hot 
weather and low barometric pres­ 
sure, aud the idea was suggested 
that these conditions were due to 
the weather. 
Idea Not Known 
It seemed a queer thing to blame 
on the weather: it's hard to im­ 
agine a connection, hut the Idea 
is not a new one. It goes back to 
Hippocrates, the father of medi­ 
cine, who traced many diseases to 
climatic and w eather conditions. 
There Is no doubt that the sub­ 
ject has been neglected in modem 
medicine, although we are begin­ 
ning to have a revival in such 
works as those of Ellsworth Hunt­ 
ington—"Civilization and Climate, 
Season of Birth; its Relation to 
Human 
Abilities, 
Disease 
and 
W eather”; 
C. A. Mills—“Medical 
Climatology” ; and the monument­ 
al volumes of Petersen “The Pa­ 
tient and the W eather.” 
These research es have brought 
out Rome arresting things. There 
Is a seasonal tide in the vitality of 
parents. Huntington says, and in 
May and June, the apparently in­ 
stinctive tim e for marriage, this 
tide is at its height. 
Best Baby Months 
Babies horn in March and Feb­ 
ruary will get the best 
possible 
start in life, as proved by statis- 
'tics. Huntington’s and Petersen’s 
studies show that in groups of 
noted people over the earth, an un­ 
due proportion of them have been 
conceived at the time of greatest 
parental vigor. 
As an illustration of the influ­ 
ence of climate on fertility, in Peru 
the cows graze in the mountain 
uplands, but they can’t be made to 
conceive there.
